Back in the 1950's state legislation was enacted that modi- 
fied the existing justice court setup, provided a judicial district 
arrangement for these courts, and specified that when these 
judicial ‘dsitricts reached a population of 40,000, a municipal 
court would be established with expanded jurisdiction and with 


attorneys sitting as judges. 


There is no need to argue now as to the merits or demerits 
of this system. It is established: it is functioning; and it will con. 


tinue to exist. 


Problem now in Tulare county, and in the Porterville area 
specifically, is what should be done about the system: Get with 
it when the population figure is reached, or gerrymander judicial 
districts in such a.manner that formation of a municipal court will 


be stalled for as long as possible. 


Several years ago, when the Visalia district reached 40,000 
population, the district was gerrymandered by the county board 
of supervisors to forestall a municipal court. Later, after other 
attempts at gerrymandering, the Visalia municipal court was set 


up and is now functioning. 


Result is that a good many Porterville-area cases that exceed 
the jurisdiction of the Porterville justice court must be heard in 
a municipal court. Since there is only one municipal court in Tu- 
lare county, the Visalia court, these cases go fo Visalia. 

And if political scuttlebutt is correct, the way is quietly be- 
ing paved for a second municipal court in Visalia. 

‘Recently it appeared that the Porterville judicial district had 
reached 40,000 population and should, therefore, have a munici- 
pal court, however, about two weeks ago the board of supervisors 
juggled Porterville judicial district boundaries to cut down popu- 
lation, thus forestalling formation of a municipal court. 

Question now is whether or not this is a wise move, or should 
an intended county plan that envisioned eventual elimination of 
all justice courts in favor of at least three municipal courts — at 
Visalia, Porterville and Tulare — be implemented. 

We have heard considerable pro and con discussion about 
the justice court vs. the municipal court — discussion involving 
costs, efficiency, administration, and general demands of "grass 


roots" court proceedings, 


At this point we cannot state, editorially, whether or not we 
favor continued gerrymandering and continued forestalling of 
the establishing of municipal courts. 

But we feel strongly that the time has come when this ques- 
tion should be taken out of backroom politics and presented in 
logical fashion to we the people for a decision. 

We suggest that public meetings be set up without delay in 
the Porterville area for open discussion of all factors involved — 
discussion led by proponents of municipal court formation, and 
by proponents of the idea that justice courts should be main- 
tained as long as possible through the gerrymandering of judicial 


districts as population increases.

PORTERVILLE - Sixty- 
three million board feet of 
timber was sold off the 
Sequoia National Forest in 
1966, with commercial 
operators harvesting this 
crop in accordance with the 
multiple use theory of the 
National forests. 

Lawrence M. Whitfield, 
supervisor of Sequoia 
National forest, points out 
that 147 million feet had 
been offered for sale, which 
‘was a new high for this’ 
national forest. He said 
that of the $232 thousand 
taken in on the sale of 
forest products locally, 
$79,331 has been paid to the 
three counties in which the 
forest: is located, The 
money is earmarked for 
roads and schools. 

Sequoia Timber Manage-
